II. AN o THE R Obſervation is, That the 
Goſpel of CHRIST hath an excellent Power. 
Mx Text ſpeaks of the Excellency of its 
Power, or, according to the original Word, 
the Hyperbole of Power. None know the 
exceeding Greatneſs of this Power fo well as 
thoſe that have felt it by Experience. We 
cannot well exceed in our Thoughts and 
Expreſſions concerning it, provided always 


ve remember it is the Power of God. This 
Pover of the Goſpel is that of a piercing 


Light pervading and illuminating the dark 
World, thoſe benighted and. bewildered 
Souls, that fate in Darkneſs and in the Re- 
3X gions of the Shadow. of Death. It is that of 
tf efe#ual Perſuaſion, without the leaſt Force 
or Violence done to the Free-wills of Men; 
yet overcoming their ſtubborn Obſtinacy, 
caſting down Imaginations (Acy:awovs, Reaſon- 
JF ings) and every thing that exalteth itſelf againſt * 
the Knowledge of God, and bringing into C gp= 
3 Zrvity every Thought to the Obedience of Chriſt. 
XX How viſibly and wonderfully did this 
Power of the Goſpel appear at the firſt Pub- 


lication of it (ſoon after its Great Author 
was aſcended to Heaven and ſent down 


his SrIRIT) throughout many Parts of 
the World, like a great Light ſhining of 
a ſudden, and ſpreading itſelf over the He- 
miſphere. The Religion of JESUS taught 
by Men of no Figure, nor backed with 
WF carthly Power and Authority, but who on 
=. > Bs 
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the contrary were deſpicable in their Per- 


ſons, and hated and oppoſed, by all Sorts of 
Men. I ſay, the Doctrine of a Crucified Fe- 
ſus,” that was preached by them, prevailed 


in the World in Oppoſition to the ſtrong and 
rooted Prejudices of Fews and Gentiles in 
favour of the Religions effabliſhed among 
them, which they were fond of to the laſt 
Degree; and in Contradiction to the Luſts 


of Mens Hearts, and their worldly Intereſt: 


Humane Wiſdom and Learning, in Combi- 


nation with the Power and Authority of the i 


World, puſhed on by Malice and the potent 
Luſts and Vices of Men made the ſtrongeſt 
Efforts againſt the Goſpel, yer it did prevail 
by the Demonſtration of the SPIRIT and 


Power, to turn Men from Darkneſs to Light, 
and the Power of Satan unto Gop. And 


that not only in Places and among People of 


meaner Parts and lower Condition in the 


World, but in Cities of Trade and Buſineſs, 
as Corinth; in Places that were the Seats of 
Learning and Philoſophy, as Athens; in the 
very Metropolis of Provinces, and in Rome 
itſelf; concerning which laſt Place the Apo- 
ſtle ſaith he was not aſhamed of the Goſpel of 
Chrift, (i. e. to preach it there) becauſe it was 
the Power of God to Salvation unto every one 
that belteveth, Rom. i. 16. 
The Iiternal Power of the Goſpel at that 
Time, and ever fince, (where it is embraced 
with a .true and living Faith) upon the 
Hearts and Lives of Men is exceeding great ;

Time would fail me to ſpeak of its Virtue 
and Efficacy (as bleſſed be G op many Thou- 
ſands have experienced) in the enlightening 
their Eyes, opening the Eyes of their Mind, 
which were blinded by the Devil, and the 
Miſts caſt before them by this World, and 
their own Luſts, cauſing Men to ſee their 
own Sin and Miſery ; their utter Inability to 
relieve and ſave themſelves ; and the Power 
and Good-will of CHRIS to help and fave 
them; with the Excellency and Certainty of 
the Goſpel Way and Method of Salvation by 
JEsus CHRIST. The Power of the Go- 
ſpel is great in convincing the Conſciences of 
Men ; of the evil Nature and dreadful Con- 
ſequences of Sin original and actual ; of ſuch 
Sins as by many are accounted of ſmall 
Weight or Moment; and making them un- 
eaſy till they can find a ſure Foundation for 
the Hope of obtaining Pardon. The Goſpel 
of CHRIST hath a converting Power. It 
converteth the Soul, by renewing us in the 
Spirit of our Minds, by Regeneration and 
making us new Creatures; working firſt a 
mighty Change in the Soul, and then a Re- 
formation and Amendment of Life. The 
Goſpel further hath a Power to confirm and 
eſtabliſh the Hearts of thoſe who do embrace 
it; and firengthen them againſt ſtrong Temp- 
rations; and will comfort and rejoice the 
Heart, and be a ſtrong Cordial in Times of 
 Aﬀiction and greateſt Diſtreſs, even in the 
Hour of Death itſelf.

others. In his former Epiſtle to theſe Co- 
rinthians, he had ſaid of himſelf and Apollos 


that they were Miniſters by whom Men did 


believe. He writeth alſo, 1 Ep. iv. 1. Let a

Chriſt, i. e. Officers in his Kingdom, and 
Stewards of the Myſteries of God. He ſpeaks 
in that Chapter where my Text lies of Hav- 
ing received a Miniſtry, or Office, and faith 
expreſly in the next Chapter, ver.

Now Go p had given to them the Miniftry of 
Reconciliation, and committed to them the 
Word of Reconciliation. And though the 
Goſpel (which is the Word of Reconcilia- 
tion) was committed to the Apoſtles in a 
more excellent Manner- and eminent Degree, 
than to other Miniſters at that Time, or in 
our Days, yet it was committed alſo to other 
Miniſters ; wherefore the Apoſtle directs the 
Coloffians to ſay to Archippus, Take heed to 
the Miniſtry, which thou haſt received of the 
= Lord, that thou fulfil it. And writeth in 
= this Epiſtle where my Text lies of giving no 
Offence in any thing that the Miniſtry be not 
blamed. And memorable is the Direction gi- 
ven to Timothy, 1 Ep. ii. 2. The Things that 
thou haſt heard of me among (or by) many 
Witneſſes, the ſame commit thou to faithful 
Men, who- ſhall be able to teach others alſo. 
THF Enemies of Chriſtianity and of all 
ſerious Religion have always had a peculiar 
Spite and Enmity againſt the Miniſters of 
the Goſpel, they have been the Objects of 
theſe Mens Rage and Ridicule: How great 
are the Efforts in our Days to run down the 
very Office of a Goſpel Miniſtry!

It 
is the Duty, and ought to be the Concern of i 
all Chriſtians, to keep the Faith; to contend "| 
earneſily for it; to be ſtedfaſt and unmovea- 
ble, in their Profeſſion of, and Adherence to 
the Goſpel. But more eſpecially 3 it is requi- 
red of the Miniſters of CHRIST, of the 
Stewards of the Myſteries of Go Þ that they 
be faithful: They ſhould take ſpecial Care, 
whatever Pains it may require, or Hazards 
and Loſſes and Sufferings it may expoſe them 


to, to Keep this Treaſure, that the Doc- Il

Benefit from them, not diſhearten em, and 
weaken their Hands ; but do what is ficting 
for their Incouragement; and help them 
with their Prayers: Brethren, pray for us.

Virtues ſhined brightly in him before thoſe 
who knew him: In him we might ſee a good 
Example of filial Duty in the conſtant Re- 
ſpect and Kindneſs he ſhewed to his Mother 
as long as ſhe lived (his Father dying when 
he was young) and of conjugal Love, and 
parental Tenderneſs, and Care.

ſeaſonable Reproofs as there was Occaſion :' 
e was glad of any Opportunity to help the 
Poor and the Diſtreſſed, and was by many aſ- 
Wfiſted to do this in a Degree, which otherwiſe 
he would not have been able. He was ſenſi- 
bly touched with the great Hardſhips of ma- 
4 WA of his Brethren in the Country, and their 
"ZE Widows and Orphans; and no Man ſhewed 
a greater Regard and Kindneſs to young Mi- 
niſters and Students in Divinity. | 
= Hr was a judicious and well ſtudied Di: 
oine, a very ſerious practical and acceptable 
Preacher. He had the Arr of managing a 
Controverſy well, but would never engage in 
iſputes of a trivial Nature, or of mere 8Spe- 
culation: His firſt Care was about that Part 
of CAuRIsò T's Flock over which the Ho L v 
Guosr had made him an Overſeer, but 
had the Concerns of many other Churches 
often upon his Heart and Hands. Ln 
3X Gov bleſſed his Labours with good Suc- 
eeſs in ſeveral remarkable Inſtances. One of 
which I think myſelf obliged to mention, 
3 namely; the Affair of the French Prophets, 
Manno 1708.
